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THE POTATO MARKET 

Last fall, through these col- 
umns we advised fatmers to pay 
particular attention to the gath- 
ering in and housing of 
their potato crop. We also pre- 
dicted that by. spring there 
would be a big demand for them, 
This prediction has come true 
and today Alberta’ potatoes are 
in demand in almost every other 
province in the Dominion. 

We had a bumper crop of po- 
tatoes here last year but unfor- 
unately proper care was not 
taken to successfully house ther 
through the winter and as a re- 
sult thousands 6f bushels were 
frozen. Now when the demand 
is great atid prices good not more 
than half the crop grown is avail- 
able. z 
Notwithstanding this, however, 
there is probably not a farmer in 
the district who has not some 
potatoes to sell at the present 
time. As no one farmer will 
have enough to ship a car load, 
the question of disposing 
of what he has is one 
that requires some co-operation 
on the part of all concerned. 
Letters of enquiry are coming to 
our merchants from all parts of 
Saskatchewan, Manitoba and 
Ontario but because of the scat- 
tered conditions diffictilty is ex- 
perienced in ‘arranging for car 

' load lots.. Because of this the 
Review suggests the co-opera- 
tion of the farmers whereby 
they can,make arrangements 
among themselves to set a cer- 
tain day or days to deliver the 
.goods here and load them right 
into the. cars and save double 

handling. In this way the situa- 
tion would be simplified and be- 
cause of the saving of another 
handling the farmers could get 

a few cents a bushels more for 

their potatoes. 

This is a matter which should 
be attended to at once for two 
reasons. First,- because the 
farmers of other provinces need 
the potatoes right away, and 
secondly, because if delayed our 
own farmers will be too busy on 
the land to attend to the ship- 
ping of them. 

From a patriotic as_ well as 
from a financial standpoint this 
matter should not be overlooked.

If the Dominion government 
cannot reclaim this land and 
open it up for ligitimate develop- 
ment then a heavy tax should be 
placed upon. it and either make 
it pay its own way or force the 
speculators to do something with 
it. Speculator, by holding’ this 
land out of cultivation, is making 
it hard for every person, and so 
long as this is allowed to con- 
tinue just so long will the real 
development of the west be re- 
tarded.
